Means of payment (the money 
supply) have increased by JO VS per 
cent in the last six months, the Bank 
of Israel reported last night. 

- According to the Bank of Israel 
Law, when the means of payment in- 
crease by more than 15 per cent, the 
Governor has to submit a report to 
the Government and to the Knesset* 
Finance Committee. According to the 
Bank's figures, there has been a fast 
increase in money supply- During the 
year up to June. 19T6, the money 
supply increased by 16 per cent, 
although prices went up by 30 per 
cent. However, since June, a period 
of only six months, the supply in- 
creased by 16.5 per cent, although the 
increase in prices was only about 20 
percent. 


NEW DELHI. — Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi's Government an- 
nounced yesterday that the first 
parliamentary elections since a 
national emergency was declared IB 
months ago, will be held in March. 

The announcement. Initially 
carried by India's national news 
agency, was expected to bo made 
personally to the nation by Mrs. 
Gandhi in a broadcast. 

Announcement of the elections 
came two hours after Mrs. Gandhi 
released her arch political foe. Depu- 
ty Prime Minister Morarji Desai, 
who had been Imprisoned at the start 
of the emergency on June 26, 1B73. 

The 80-year-old Desai. considered 
the country's most prominent op- 
position politician, was released 
along with L.K. Advani, leader of the 
Hindu Nationalist Jan Sangh party. 

The main issue, In Lhe upcoming 
campaign is expected to be the state 
of emergency, which the govern- 
ment declared to quell what Mrs. 
Gandhi described as a "threat to in- 
ternal stability • 

Opposition sources said they would 
attack nek only Mrs. Gandhi’s decf- 
slota to Impose an emergency but 
measures adopted by Parliament in 
the past year, including a far- 
reaching constitutional amendment 
increasing the powers of the ex- 
ecutive branch and a press bill barr- 
ing publication of items the govern- 
ment considers objectionable. 

The announcement of the election 
is expected to spur the ’merger of 
major non-Communlst opposition 
parties Into a united party. In past 
elections, the Congress won most of 
its seats through pluralities while op- 
position parties split the majority of 
votes in nearly all constituencies. 

Asoka Mehta, president of an op- 
position Congress Party, said in an 
Interview that the merger had been 
due to take place in early March but 
that the timetable would have to be 
speeded up in view of the elections. 

He said the new party would- be 
known as the BharatyA Janta 
Congress, or Indian Peoples 
Congress. 


French press raps Giscard statement

PARIS. : — French newspapers 
yesterday challenged President 
Giscard d'Eataing’a explanation that 
France was bound by its own laws to 
free . terrorist Abu D&oud in the 
absence of a formal move by West 
Germany to extradite him. 

Commenting on Giscard 'a violent 
attack on the world press for criticis- 
ing France. "France -Soir" said: 
"For the president it was not a ques- 
tion of convincing nor of arguing a 
case which was flimsy and dubious 
— as he is probably the first person 
to -agree — but to strike out far 
beyond the question of whether 
France had freed a murderer.” 

In a front-page editorial “Lc 


Monde” asked why Giscard had not 
used his hot phone line to Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt Instead of letting a 
court set Abu D&oud free without 
notice. 

"Lc Figaro” contrasted the speed 
with which Abu D&oud was set free 
and the detention of Paris 
businessman Michel de Ribemont 
for one week on charges of carrying 
arms without a permit. De Ribemont 
' was held while police gathered infor- 
mation which led to a further charge 
of complicity In the murder of 
former Deputy Foreign Minister 
Jean de Broglie. 

"Lc Figaro'’ asked: "Was it really 
impossible to act In the same way 
over Abu Daoud while waiting for 
the Israelis to provide the proof 
which they claim to have?”

WASHINGTON. — Seeking to 
allay Arab concern that the U.S- 
might move slowly on reviving 
Arat>-Israel negotiations.

During a meeting at the State 
Department on Monday evening, 
Vance also informed the Arab 
envoys that he intends to travel 
to the Middle East in February 
to lay the groundwork for official 
visits to the U.S. later in the 


winter and spring by Israel and 
Arab leaders. 

It was Vance’s first official 
meeting with the entire Arab am- 
bassadorial corps in Washington, 
which was led to the session by 
Egyptian Ambassador Ashraf Ghor- 
ba> and Saudi Envoy All Re rah. In 
December. Vance had met privately 
with the Saudi representative just 
days before the oil producers' con- 
ference in Qatar. 

The meeting with the Arab 
spokesmen follows Vance's nearly 
one-hour private session with Israel 
Ambassador Simcba Dinitx last Fri- 
day. During that meeting. Vance 
also indicated that he would like to 
visit Egypt. Syria.. Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia and Israel next month,

Riots in Egypt 
over price rises 


CAIRO. — Thousands of students 
and workers struck and 
demonstrated yesterday in Cairo 
and Alexandria to protest commodi- 
ty price increases decreed on Mon- 
day. The protest spread to the heart 
ot Cairo last night and police dashed 
with the demonstrators, shooting in 
the air and firing tear gas can- 
isters. 

Later last night, the Egyptian 
Government ordered the closure of 
universities, colleges and schools for 
two days from tomorrow. 

The rioting yesterday completely 
paralysed business in both Cfelro and 
Alexandria, where demonstrators 
tried to storm the villa owned by 
Vice-President Hosni Mobarrak. 
They pulled two carpets from the 
rear entrance and burned them In 
the street before police arrived. 

Witnesses said the demonstrators 
hurled bricks and stones at the 
policemen in the central Tahrir 
Square and the fashionable Sollman 
Pasha and Kasr el NU streets in 
downtown Cairo. 

The downtown area turned into a 
virtual battlefield. Some 
demonstrators picked up tear gas 
canisters and flung them back at 
the police. Outside the Parliament 
building, rioters set fire to a small 
cart and sent It wheeling at the 
policemen. The security forces later 
arrested several demonstrators and 
beat them up. 

The rioters also smashed several 
buses and street cars, disrupting 
traffic between the capital and the 
industrial suburbs of Hclwan 32 km. 
to the south, where iron and steel 
mills are located. 

The police in Cairo turned off elec- 
tric power supplies in several areas 
to try to disperse the crowds but did 
not try to make any arrests. Driven 
from the main squares by the tear 
$■«**- demonstrators regrouped on the 
side streets and bedded for the of- 
fices of the city's state-owned 
newspapers. 

They shouted slogans against 
President Sadat. ‘'Down with the 
Khedive" was one, a reference to the 
corrupt rulers of the country during • 
the Ottoman Empire. Referring to 
the recent wedding of Sadat’s 
youngest daughter, they chanted: 
“Tour daughter Is dressed In the 
latest fashions and we are 10 to a 
room.” 


British envoy again seeing 
Vorster on Rhodesia issue 


CAPE TOWN. — Britain's Rhodesia 
envoy, Ivor Richard, • flew to South 
Africa yesterday to seek Prime 
Minister John Vorster's approval of 
new British proposals aimed at 
breaking the Geneva conference 
deadlock. Richard flew In from 
Nairobi and will see Vorster this 
afternoon. 

The British official, chairman of 
the adjourned Geneva conference on 
Rhodesia's future, started a 
diplomatic shuttle in Southern 
Africa three weeks ago seeking a 
basis on which the talks could 
resume. Since he met Vorster on 
January . 8 , Richard has visited 
Botswana, Mozambique and Tan- 
zania. 

For the past week he has been In 
Kenya waiting for British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Crosland to 
authorize a fresh round of talks with 
Southern African leaders and heads 
of Rhodesian black nationalist 
movements. 

Richard said before leaving 
Nairobi he was a carrying written 
British negotiating proposals for an 
interim government leading 
Rhodesia to black majority rule. 

On British television on Monday 
night, Crosland said the latest 
proposals contained '.‘a key role” for 
Britain in the spheres of defence and 
law and order during the -transition 
period. At the Geneva talks, black 


nationalists insisted that the defence 
and law and order ministries be un- 
der black control. Prime Minister 
Ian Smith insisted they remain in 
white hands. 

In Salisbury, the Rhodesian. 
Government said yesterday its 
security forces killed 19 black 
guerrillas in the past five days, while 
the gunmen killed four black 
civilians. 

No casualties were reported 
among security forces in the latest 
communique. By government count, 
the guerrillas have lost 57 men in the 
first 18 days of 1977. compared with 
183 in all December. A total of 2,247 
guerrillas and 226 government 
forces have died in four years.

Withdrawal of Sorensen leaves Carter 
with tough problem of finding CIA chief

This could be an omen of the 
pollUea) realities in the first months 
of the Carter Administration. The 
Democratic members of Congress — 
most of whom ran ahead of Carter In 
their home districts last Autumn — 
feel no special debt to the President- 
elect. They are hot beholden to him, 
and thus far, he has not generated 
the kind of popular support which 
might convince the Congress that 
Carter was too popular to take on. 

Carter's unusually ardent 
courtship of Congress during the 
transition period suggests a realiza- 
tion that his position needs 
strengthening. His decision not to 
fight harder for Sorensen may be a 
sign of strategic political tractabili- 
ty. Sorensen obviously did pose a 
special act of problems. He had few 
enthusiastic supporters and many 
critics from all sides of tbe political 
arena. . 

Moreover, Sorensen's candid af- 
fidavit a on behalf of Daniel Ellsbcrg 
and the "New York Times” in the 
Pentagon papers case, inflamed the 
powerful intelligence lobby on 
Capitol Hill. They are the same 


forces that routed Democratic 
Senator Trank Church and other 
would-be reformers who sought to 
strengthen congressional control 
over the intelligence community last 
spring. _ 

So. Carter's defeat this time does 
not necessarily foreshadow a series 
of additional defeats In the future. It 
does demonstrate his vulnerability 
and It leaves him with an enormous 
problem : who can he find to run the 
Central Intelligence Agency? 

Several names circulated among 
well-placed sources: Thomas 
Hughes, president of the Caraegic 
Endowment for Peace, who asked 
Carter not to consider him for the. 
CIA post before Sorensen was 
picked; Burke Marshall, deputy 
dean of the Yale Law School and an 
Assistant Attorney-General in' the 
Kennedy Administration end Paul 
Warnke,* Washington lawyer and 
termer Assistant Defence Secretary 
wno nas just turned down the Direc- 
torship of the Arms Control Agency. 

Another name mentioned was 
Gerard Smith, also a Washington 
lawyer, who was the leader of the 
American delegation to tbe Salt talks 


in the early 1970’s. 

All four of these would fit the 
description which, Carter's press 
secretary has said, the President- 
elect still seeks: "someone from 

outside the intelligence community, 
someone with a degree of in- 
dependence but with experience.” 

Several members of Washington's 
foreign policy establishment 
speculated privately that Carter also 
may need a candidate for the Job 
who will seem less than ideal to tbe 
right-wing elements in the Senate 
which avidly pressed the fight 
against Sorensen during the last 
week. 

According to this theory, if Carter 
now names someone with a hawkish 
reputation to the CIA job, he would 
be conceding an important victory to 
the right at the outset of his Ad- 
ministration. 

One of the Democratic senators 
quoted anonymously over the 
weekend as Opposing Sorensen 
suggested that Carter needed a man 
like James Schlesliigcr in the CIA. 
Schlesinger, whom Carter has 
chosen to be Ws energy czar, is a 
favourite of the harder-line interests. 


have the Vance trip through tbe area 
followed by a March visit to the U.S.

Police clashed with protesting 
dockworkers in Alexandria, over 200 
km. north of Cairo. Police reported 
43 officers were injured, none 
seriously, when the demonstrators 
threw stones. There were no Im- 
mediate reports of Injuries among 
the protesters. 

In Helwan, some 10.000 workers 
carrying tree branches shouted anti- 
government slogans and called for 
price hikes to be rescinded. 

The government abruptly ended 
subsidies of many goods on Monday 
and increased customs duties for 
washing machines, ears, colour 
televisions and other luxury items 28 
to 100 per cent, in an effort to trim a 
S3. 2 b. budget deficit. The action sent 
the price of many items shooting up. 

Egypt’s current annual inflation 
rate is officially about 30 per cent, 
but many observers believe the ac- 
tual rate is closer to SO per cent. 
Workers have rioted several times in 
the past two years in protest of high 
prices. 

Demonstrations arc prohibited by 
law in Egypt. Cairo's last major riot 
was on January l, 1975 when a com- 
muter train broke down stranding 
thousands of workers downtown who 
then marched to protest high food 
prices. 

There was nearly a repeat last 
September when bus drivers in the 
big northern suburb of Shobra struck 
after there were rumours they would 
not get a bonus. Police had to fire 
over their heads to disperse them. 
Last year there were also several 
minor demonstrations in Nile Delta 
villages related to the rising cost of

Yugoslav PM dies 
in air crash 

BELGRADE. — Premier Dzemal 
Bijedic and seven others, including 
his wife, were killed yesterday when 
their executive jet plane crashed in 
central Yugoslavia. 

Bijedic, 60, Premier since 1971. 
was en route from Belgrade to Sara- 
jevo when the plane crashed near the 
town of Fojnica. 

The official Tanjug news agency 
said Bijedic had been among top 
Yugoslav officials assembled at a 
military airport to see off President 
Tito who left for an official visit to 
Libya. (API

Defence Min. doesn’t 
know what agents earn

The Ministry of Defence does not 
know- how much Israel agents for 
suppliers of defence goods are paidin 
fees and commissions, according to 
Zvi Aten, Head of the Ministry's 
' Purchasing Administration. 

Alon made this admission yester- 
day in explaining to the press the law 
passed by the Knesset last month to 
regulate the activities of these 
agents. 

The law, adopted after lengthy 
deliberations in the Knesset's 
Defence and Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, requires agents to be 
authorised by the Ministry of 
Defence, to disclose their contracts 
with the suppliers they represent, 
and to accept fees and commissions 
only within the limits approved by 
the Defence Ministry. Any *0x0608 
fees must be .refunded to the 
Ministry. No commissions are per- 
mitted on domestic procurements. 

The law applies to all armaments, 
as well as to other goods supplied to 
the armed forces, provided they are 
procured under IDF specifications or 
those of another army. The law does 
not apply to goods which have no 
such military specification. 

Alon explained that, with civilian- 
type goods, the Defence Ministry can 
obtain competitive prices even 
without recourse to the new law. 

The ’law does not prohibit accep- 
tance of fees and commissions- on 
procurements of armaments, but 
leaves determination of the permissi- 
ble commissions to the discretion of 
the Minister of Defence. The policy 
with respect to armaments will be 
not to allow commissions. 

Alon and tbe legal adviser to the 
Defence Ministry, Uriel Gomey, ex- 
plained that most arms purchases 
fail within the category of direct 
government-to-government sales, 
such as tbe U.S. Foreign Military 


Sales which require disclosure of any 
commissions included in the price. 

In reply to questions, Alon said that 
there were about 250 agents for 
defence procurements. He could not 
say how many of them were former 
'army officers or employees of the 
Defence Ministry. He noted that 
"most people in Israel have at one 
time or another served in the Army”. 

The "cooling-off" period required 
by law before a public servant may 
accept employment in a field with 
which he dealt in his official capacity 
does not apply In the case of defence 
procurement agents, Alon said, 
because they operated as limited 
liability companies. The Defence 
Minister, jointly with the Minister of 
Justice, may issue regulations to 
prohibit this so that former Defence 
personnel will not be licensed to act 
as agents, even within a company, 
within a year or two of termination of 
their employment. 

Although Alon could give no es-- 
timate of the actual commissions 
received so far, he said that, to the 
best of his knowledge, the fees rang- 
ed from two to 17 per cent. He could 
not say whether the Treasury had in- 
formation on these commissions 
from income tax returns or foreign 
exchange remittals. 

Nor was he able to say what the 
commissions will be In the future, 
since the new law requires that they 
be established in consultation with 
the Treasury. 

Alon explained that many suppliers 
Insist on acting through agents or 
representatives and that in most 
cases these provided valuable ser- 
vices in procurement, servicing and 
the implementation' of guaranties. ' 

There was no Intention, he said, of 
injuring the legitimate interests of 
agents who proride a real service.

Domestic gas supply endangered

TEL AVIV. — Distribution of cook- 
ing gas to the entire pppul&tion out- 
side the three main cities will stop to- 
day or tomorrow, the distributors 
told the press here yesterday. 

The distributors claim the 
government’s Fuel Administration 
should have permitted them to raise 
their service fee by 71 agorot per 
cylinder last . October. 

They are supposed to pay HA 4 for 
a cylinder which they sell to 
housewives for IL30. However, they 
have only been pigring the gas com- 
panies HS3.29 to compensate for this 
missing 71 agorot. 

“The gas companies now warn us 
that they won't give us any gas if we 
don't pay the full price,’ ‘ a represen- 
tative of the distributors said. He 
warned that supplies to Jerusalem, 


Tel Aviv and Haifa may soon also be 
affected. 

The Fuel Administration did allow 
higher sales commissions and 
-haulage payments effective last Oc- 
tober. 

Shimon Gilboa, director of the 
Fuel Administration, said this agree- 
ment was in force only until the end 
of 1976. A new agreement with the 
distributors will be drawn up after 
the Ministry of Commerce drafts 
new regulations on gas service. “I 
personally asked for time until 
January 31 to study the problem. In 
the meantime l*m in no rush to make - 
gas more expensive." 

A spokesman for the Commerce 
Ministry was not prepared to give 
details of the proposed regulations. 
He said only that routine checks of 
consumers’ gas equipment, now re- 
quired once every two years, will 
only have to be made once every five 
years.

The Knesset yesterday accepted 
by a 43-18 vote a government deci- 
sion to reshuffle Cabinet portfolios, 
following the ousting of the three 
ministers of the National Religious 
Party and, the death of Housing 
Minister Avraham Ofer. 

The statement read by Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, said that 
the Cabinet, at its meeting on Sun- 
day, decided that Justice Minister 
Haim Zadok would take on the ad- 
ditional portfolio of religious affairs; 
Labour Minister Moshe Baram will 
add social welfare to his respon- 
sibilities; Shlomo HQlel, Minister of 
Police, will now also act as Minister 
of the Interior; and Shlomo Rosen, 
Minis ter of Immigrant Absorption, 
takes on the duties of Minister of 
Housing. 

Eighteen members of Knesset of 
various factions took the floor before 
the vote used the opportunity to 
express their general feelings about 
the political scene. 

Members of the Independent 
Liberals and National Religious Par- 
ty abstained in the vote, as did the 
Tora Front. Free Centre and Moked. 

A Likud official told The 
Jerusalem Poet the faction was “not 


going out of its way” to round up 
votes to try' to defeat the 
government's decision. He said that 
if the four unheld portfolios are not 
banded over to ministers now In the 
Cabinet it would mean deputy 
ministers 'would have to be ap- 
pointed, "and this means more 
money and more staff.*' 

Justice Minister Haim Zadok told 
the House the Rabin Government 
had never intended to “imprison" 
the recalcitrant HP ministers In the 
Cabinet against their wllL 

He said (heir resignations, coming 
so close to the resignation of -the 
Cabinet, had raised a difficult con- 
stitutional question; and the High 
Court had ruled that the intent of the 
Knesset, when It passed the Basic 
Law: The Government, was that in a 
pane such as this one, the HJP could 
not leave. 

(Neither of the two ELP ministers 
— Moshe Kbl and Gideon Hammer —

In the 
first .stage, the committee is to 
clarify particular demands and to 
decide on the basis of the evidence 
what Is legally due to- the claimant. 
In the second stage negotiations 
would take place over the size and 
nature of the settlement, whether the 
award would be in land or cash or a 
combination of the two. 

In their letter, written on behalf of 
a number of Beduin tribal leaders by 
their lawyer, Meir Lamm, the Be- 
duin claim they do not know enough 
about the structure or the powers of

on the Government, she said; and if 
a claimant did not accept them he 
was not bound by them. 

Despite the latest letter from the 
tribal leaders, she added, a number 
of prominent Beduin have made ap- 
proaches signifying their willingness 
to have their claims settled by the 
compromise committee or have ac- 
tually begun the process. 

The Beduin also claim in the letter 
that they have made nearly 600 re- 
quests for the establishment of 
agricultural villages to the Ministry 
of Agriculture, but have yet to 
receive a meaningful reply to these 
requests. 

A ministry spokesman told The- 
Post that the question of agricultural 
villages is a complex one. which is 
being dealt with by the planning 
authority In tbe*zninistry. The main 
difficulty Is to integrate the Beduin 


who want to live in agricultural 
villages into the agricultural export 
market, since the home market is 
pretty well glutted. Prospects for do- 
ing this successfully in the Negev are 
slim: but the Negev Beduin are 
reluctant to move to other, more fer- 
tile parts of the country. 

The Beduin also demand that the 
large number of demolition orders 
that have been made against 
dwellings they have erected on dis- 
puted lands be frozen until the 
process of settling their claims is 
over. 


The core of the problem, according 
to Mrs. Albeck, Is that the Govern- 
ment does not recognize the legal 
validity of the Beduin claims. It is 
nonetheless prepared to go a con- 
siderable way to reaching an accep- 
table settlement. 


Beduin sheikhs threaten 
to form separate list

(One.separate.Beduro list,: headed 
by Sheikh Eiamad Abu' RaMa,, has 
been represented to the House since 
.the 1973 elections. Abu Rabia. whose 
list will apparently be submitted 
once again, did not attend the 
meeting; and the sheikhs criticized 
him, alleging he was linked to the 
Labour-Mapam Alignment.) 

Five MKs were present when the 
meetihg opened: Yitzhak 

BenAharop (Labour), EliezerRonen 
(Mapam), Boas Moav (CRM) , Eitan 
Livnl (Likud) and Meir Fa’il 
(Moked). 

Ben-Aharon did not stay long, 
however. He discovered that a

The sheikh said that , Ben-Aharon 
must be brought before a Beduin 
court of honour and request pardon 
for his offence and pay compensa- 
tion. i 

El-HuzeO’s colleagues persuaded 
him to drop this demand, after a 
lengthy argument. 

The sheikhs said the political par- 
ties must offer satisfaction to their 
claims regarding land and bousing.' 
The authorities must drop all 
proceedings against the Beduin, 
alleging trespass and Illegal con- 
struction.

Peres said gaining 
wide party support

Leaders of Moroccan Jews in 
Israel have met Defence Minister 
Shim on Peres and expressed their 
support for him in the contest for the 
premiership, Ya'acov Elcabas, 
chairman of the Sderot local council, 
told The Jerusalem Post last night. 

Elcabas said most participants in 
the meeting, on Sunday night, were 
members of the former Rafi faction 
in the party. Some, however, had 
been members of Mapal. 

Sources close to the - Defence 
Minister said the 30 participants are 
members of the Labour Party ’s Cen- 
tral Committee. 

Peres is believed to enjoy the sup- 
port of the former R&fl faction. 
Sources close to him said yesterday 
that the TCI Aviv. Southern Dan 
Region ( meaning Rehovot area), 
the xnoshavim, Jerusalem and Haifa 
regions also support him. 

: A vote in the .councfliof • Hiud 
Hakvutzbt Veh'akibbutzlm last week 
produced a “surprising'' victory for 
Peres, MK David Coren told The 
Post. 

"Support for Peres is stronger 
than I believed.” MK Avraham 
Silberberg said. 


Prime Minister Rabin is backed by 
the members of the former Ahdut 
Ha’avoda faction.

Collagen used 
to treat teeth, 


in labs 
bones

The treatment of teeth and bums 
may be drastically improved as a 
result of experiments on dogs being 
conducted at the Hebrew Univeraity- 
Hadassah Medical School by a 
research tem headed by Dr. Shmuel 
Shoshan. head of the Oral Biology 
Department’s connective tissue 
research laboratory. 

The experiments involve the use of 
collagen, whose fibres are responsi- 
ble for keeping all the body's organs 
and tissues u their correct func- 
tional structure. (Collagen, whose 
properties were first discovered 12 
years ago, means “glue-producing 
material.") 

A normal tooth cannot fall out un- 
less the collagen threads connecting 
Its root to its socket wall tear or 
wither away. And in the absence of 
natural collagen fibres, the body 
soon casts off false teeth made of 
foreign material.

In fact, long- 
time political observers here could 
not recall yesterday whether or not a 
Syrian President has ever come to 
the U.S. while In office. 

Carter officials would like to sec 
the Syrian President, who is viewed 
as a "moderate" by Slate Depart- 
ment official?;, accept the invitation. 
The new President, it is said, would 
hope to establish a persona) 
relationship with the various Arab 
and Israel heads of government In 
order to ensure a continued U.S. 
.mediatory role. 


Drs. Jacob Ehrlicb and Avinoam 
Yaffe, are now drilling channels in 
the acrylic .material of which the 
false teeth are made and im- 
pregnating them with collagen. This 
generates a 9 growth of connective 
tissue In the socket wall. The tissue 
penetrates Into the channels and 
turns into bone, which holds the false 
teeth in place. 

The experiments on dogs’ teeth 
have succeeded but’. Dr. Shoshan 
said, further experiments will be 
conducted to explore wider applica- 
tion. 

Dr. Shoshan, together with Dr. Uri 
Ricbenfeld, is also experimenting in 
the use of collagen In the treatment 
of burns — experiments which, he 
says, have so far demonstrated Jts 
efficiency. "If we remove the burnt 
skin surgically as early as possible, 
treat the exposed area and prepare it 
for a skin transplant with the aid of 
collagen," Dr. Shohan says, 
“chances are we can satisfy the four 
demands of Ideal burn treatment: 
the prevention of lnfectiofr, loss of 
fluid by evaporation, and 
hemorrhaging, and the reduction to 
a minimum of scarring.” 

Collagen can be produced for 
medical purposes by a physical and 
chemical process yielding a spongy, 
semi-solid gel. In addition to filling 
spaces, the gelatinous form Is able to 
hold other materials. For example, 
antibiotics can be added, thereby 
speeding up healing by preventing 
infection when the medical collagen 
is applied to a wound. Furthermore, 
on contact with the blood, collagen 
activates the clotting process, thus 
preventing hemorrhaging. 

Its use for clinical treatment is 
growing in all fields of medicine. The 
speeding up of healing Is especially 
important for the knitting of broken 
bones. Plaster casts cause muscles 
to atrophy and bones to become 
porous. The shorter the time a 
broken bone needs to be set In 
plaster, the better. 

Dr. Shoshan is studying the use of 
collagen In bone healing, in coopera- 
tion with the hospital’s Orthopedics 
Department.

TEL AVIV. — An ancient Hebrew 
script, believed to be the oldest ever 
discovered, was written from left to 
right, archaeologists from Tel Aviv 
and Bar-Ilan Universities said 
yesterday. 

The script was engraved on two 
fragments of a clay tablet, which 
were found last August at the bottom 
of a silo on Is bet Barta, east of Kafr 
Kasem. It is believed that the script 
is a hundred years older than the 
famous Ctexer Calendar of the late 
10th century BCE. 


The script of 80 letters, arranged 
in five lines, includes an entire line of 
the Hebrew alphabet similar to the 
modem one. The archaeologists who 
deciphered the bottom line believe 
that the script was part of an exer- 
cise written by someone learning to 
be a scribe. 

The student, the archaeologists 
believe, probably wrote the alphabet 
at the bottom of the tablet so that he 
could copy the letters. Strengthening 
this belief Is the fact that the word 
*'et" appears in three lines in exactly 
the same position. 

Unlike the modem alphabe. 1 , the 
ancient order of the letters had snyin

The deciphering was done by 
Aharon Demsky, Moshe Kochavl 
and Yoref Navcb. Demsky said the 
letters were in an order found in 
some biblical alphabet poems, such 
as those in Lamentations, Chapters. 

The new discovery has led 
scholars to believe that the ancient 
Israelites probably copied their 
alphabet from the Canaanites and 
not from the Phoenicians, as 
previously believed. 

The tablet was discovered at the 
site of on ancient farming settlement 
of the 12th century BCE. The 
archaeological team was led by 
Kochavl, head of the archaeology 
department at Tel Aviv University, 
and Moshe Gars lei. director of Land 
of Israel Studies at Bar- Han Univer- 
sity. 

The site of the discovery also is 
significant, they said, because it 
showed that literacy had reached 
rural districts as early as the days of 
the later Judges. 

The ancient settlement has been 
Identified with Even Ho’ezer. men- 
tioned in Chapter 4 of Samuel I. An- 
cient Israelites had gathered here to 
face a Philistine attack launched 
from Ofek. The Israelites were 
defeated. Samuel's two sons killed, 
and the Holy Ark of Shllo was cap- 
tured by the enemy.

Bast Jerusalem's Arab 
businessman should be made to 
their taxes just like their 
counterparts in the western sector of 
the Capital, the Knesset Finance 
Committee says. 

The committee's views were made 
known yesterday as It concluded 
hearings on s motion for the agenda 
introduced last July by Likud 
Member Avrah&m Katz, who wanted 
to know why tax collections differ 
between Jewish and Arab merchants 
in Jerusalem- 

Among the persons testifying at 
the committee hearings were the 
State Revenue Administrator, the 
Income and Property Tax Com- 
missioner and the secretary of the 
Jerusalem Merchants Association. 

A Treasury representative told the 
committee that In 1974 the average 
Income tax bill paid by Jewish 
retailers in the Capital was 113,440, 


while the average payment by Arab 
retailers was XL3.700. One of the 
reasons for this, according to the 
representative, was that there were 
not enough Arabic-speaking tax in- 
spectors available to enforce the 
laws. 

A point brought to the committee's 
attention was the fact that East 
Jerusalem Arab shopkeepers are nbt 
being asked to pay any property tax- 
es. while Jewish shopkeepers are be- 
ing billed tor it at the rate of 3.2 per 
cent of the \*alue of their business 
premises. 

A Treasury' spokesman told the 
committee that It was true that no 
property taxes are collected from 
the Arab merchants in the Old City. 
He said a special ministerial com- 
mittee had sanctioned this in con- 
tinuation of the practice In effect 
since the days of Turkish rule, accor- 
ding to which property within the 
walls of the Old City was not taxed.

From now on, no 
film ads will be allowed unless they 
have been approved by Film and 
Theatre Censorship Board. 

This is the decision of a municipal 
committee, headed by Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat, which spent the last 
mohfh looking into complaints about 
what many citizens consider an 
eyesore. 

Lahat says that within a few days 
he will meet with proprietors of all 
movie theatres where sex movies 
are generally featured to explain the 
new arrangement. The new direc- 
tives will go Into effect in about a 
month.

90 killed as Australian 


road-rail bridge collapses 


SYDNEY. — Exhausted rescue 
teams were last night hacking their 
way through the twisted, blood- 
soaked wreckage of a Sydney com- 
muter train which left the rails and 
slazumed into a bridge killing an es- 
timated 90 people. 

The crash yesterday, Australia’s 
worst rail tragedy, Injured 80 others. 

WfmfcH of high-powered lights bath- 
ed a scene of carnage along the rail 
tracks of suburban Granville 21 km. 
west of Sydney. 

The packed commuter express 
rammed Into a bridge support bring- 
ing down the concrete overhead 
roadway onto its 10-year-old wooden 
carriages. 

More than 12 hours after the crash 


police could give no final death toll 
They reported 21 confirmed deaths 
but said It was likely 60 to TO more 
bodies remained in a pancaked 
carriage crushed to a quarter of its 
bulk by a huge slab of concrete. 

Medical and surgical teams, 
firemen, rail rescue squads and 
police saved the lives of a score or 
more of crltfoally Injured 
passengers. Surgeons amputated 
limbs at the scene. But many victims 
died trapped In the ripped and 
splintered carriages burled beneath 
the rubble. 

As the bridge fell, at least three 
cars on the roadway overhead slowly 
toppled on to the train with the con- 
crete and steel. (Reuter). 


PRAGUE. — The widening 
crackdown here against human 
rights activists took a new and im- 
portant turn on Monday night with 
the first official acknowledgement 
by. Czechoslovak authorities that, 
four prominent leaders of the move- 
ment for greater individual freedom 
had been arrested. 

The four men — Including a well- 
known playwright, a journalist and 
two theatre directors were all 
charged with “serious crimes 
against the basic principles of the 
Republic.” 

The official acknowledgement by 
the Czech news agency that these 
men had been arrested, suggests 
that the 11 -day-old crackdown here 
against signators and supporters of a 
new civil rights manifesto may be 
leading the government to its first 
round of major political trials since 
the purge that followed the fall of the 
liberal communist regime of Alex- 
ander Dubcek In 1968 after a Soviet- 
\ed invasion of this country. 

Three of the arrested men are 
signators of the so-called “Charter 
77“ which was slipped out of 
ichoslovahla and .published in 
ral Western newspapers earlier 
month. 

Tr\e charter, signed by more than 
280 persons, basically alleges that 
Czech Citizens are- deprived of In- 
dividual freedoms that are contained 
In Cz^ch law and of human rights 
guaranteed by the 1978 Helsinki 
agreement signed by 80 European 
■ nations. Including Czechoslovakia. 

At the same time as the govern- 
ment zdoved against Charter 77. 
other letters by another pair of 
prominent Chech human rights cam- 
paigners were also made available 
to Western newsmen. 

Both contained emotional appeals 
to Western, Communist parties and 
other socialist forces to force an end 
to what the writers view aa a "witch- 
hunt ’ ’ by Czech Communist 
authorities against the civil liberties 
movement. 


Kreisky says 
he’ll help 
dissidents 


'VIENNA. — Austrian Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky said yesterday 
that he intends to do “a number 
of things” to \help Czech dis- 
sidents. 

■ “One must, not remain silent, 
and a letter alone will certainly 
hot suffice.” he said. 

Kreisky talked to newsmen 
after- reports from Prague that 
ZdenekMlynar, a\promlnent one- 
time supporter of liberal Czech 
leader Alexander -Dubcek,' had 
appealed to the Austrian 
chancellor to help the dissidents.

By 
now he should be getting sufficient 
vitamin D for his needs from his diet 
— milk and egg-yolks are good 
sources — and from the amount the 
body manufactures under the in- 
fluonce of our abundant sunshine. In 
fact, large amounts of unnecessary 
vitamin D can have harmful effeets. 
Including kidney damage in extreme 
eases when dosage is repeated or 
prolonged.” 

I was glad to have the opportunity 
to tell Mrs. Shaflr about the dangers 
of too much unnecessary vitamin D 
since some children still receive it 
for such dubious reasons as apparent 
bowing of the legs, where, of course. 
It is or no value. 

Many young children LOOK rather 
bow-legged for a number of reasons. 
For a start. Uke Dror. they are usual- 


ly still rather unsteady on their fret 
and consequently tend to walk on a 
wide base. A bulky diaper mav also 
contribute to the overall Impression 
of bowing. Sueh children may Also 
have a large pad of fat on the outer 
side of their legs and thighs which 
similarly gives a hardy look. Fbr 
tunatelv a simple examination of the 
legs and fret, as well as a look at the 
soles of the shoes, usually reveal the 
true state of affairs and dispel any 
maternal doubts. 

Curiously many toddlers thought 
to have how legs just after they start 
to walk are brought back a year or 
two later. The suspicion this time is 
that they have knock-knees. This 
fear, too. Is invariably groundless: 
alt the findings of an examination 
are within accepted limits of normal. ' 
These children may have a gap of 
several centimetres between their 
ankles when their knees are 
touching. In the great majority of 
cases, this gap reduces itself spon- 
taneously by about the age of six. 

After this age, orthopedic referral 
may be justified if there Is still a 
large space between the ankles, but 
this la exceedingly rare. In my many 
years of family practice. Z have 
never yet encountered such a case. .

GROUND BEEF 


USING ground beef for broiled ham- 
burgers may leave something to be 
desired if you're trying to compare 
Israeli meat with Wimpy's or 
MacDonald's or any other well- 
known hamburger chain.

Making aliya respectable

THERE is an answer for the Jew who 
pies' % &irty politics, scandals- and 
corruption" in Israel as an excuse for 
not coming on aliya. 

"I tell them that Israel Is not 
perfect, that it needs a lot of help," 
says fchlrley Goodman, secretary of 
the Cleveland Aliya Council. "I tell 
them to come themselves and bring 
their work ethic, ideals and integrity, 
or at least send their children." 

But fbr those good Jewish parents 
who are unwilling to do even the 
latter — are afraid that "Israel will 
steal" their children — Mn. Good- 
man has little patience. “How can 
they deprive their kids of the oppor- 
tunity for a productive life in the only 
place In the world that has meaning 
for Jews? Aliya is the only insurance 
they can get that their grandchildren ■ 
will bfe Jewish!” 

Mrs. Goodman . a free-lance writer 
and public relations expert, is 
herself a latecomer to the aUya 
movement and deeply sorry that she 
did not realize its importance earlier. 
Her two grown daughters have no 
interest in settling In Israel, and her 
accountant husband — who has an 
established practice in Ohio — Is 
ready to consider aliya only after 
retirement. 

She became aware of the necessity 
oT aliya — both to Israel and the 
Diaspora — after a visit here in 1971, 
when she got a lecture on tbe topic 
from a friend working In an absorp- 
tion centre. When the Cleveland 
Aliya Council was set up last year, 
based cm a model conceived by the 
late Jewish Agency Executive 
chairman Pinhas Saplr and en- 
couraged by the World Zionist 
Organization, Mrs. Goodman decid- 
ed to put her volunteer spirit to work. 

She found that the work was an up- 
hill battle. “AUya is not exactly the 
moat popular subject in the 


American Jewish community. "They 
are used to hearing about an “unfor- 
tunate and poor" Israel, as depicted 
ao often by fund-raisers, and not a 
"challenging and meaningful" 
Israel, that is waiting for olim, she 
notes. 

Part of the blame Uea with Israeli 
leaders themselves', who, in their 
'frequent visits to the U.S. on speak- 
ing tours, rarely mention aliya. 
"Aliya activists are treated as 
afterthoughts. Why can't the leaders 
come on ally a-p romotion tours and 
give us more prestige in the com- 
munity?” 


Her AUya Council, chaired by Nate 
Shafran and operating on a budget of 
only 85,000 thanks to volunteers, can 
be a mode) for other cities, she says. 
There are only about five such coun- 
cils throughout the U.S. 

In a five-year plan she proposes. 
AUya Councils would become the 
permanent core group In every 
Jewish community, rather than self- 
destroying bodies whose leaders Im- 
migrate and leave a vacuum behind 
them. Each synagogue group, 
Jewish organization and club would 
send an aUya chairman to the council 
as a member of the board. These peo- 
ple would attend meetings and make 
contact with speakers, produce 
newsletters and set up aliya Informa- 
tion desks. 

The Aliya Cbuncils, which would 
Ideally bring together both “Zionist” 
and "non-Zionist" groups, could 
promote toura and study 
programmes in Israel. “Even- 
tually," she adds, "they could 
become the patrons for immigrants 
from the community, giving them 
grants, loans and even appliances." 

Aliya eAZthim, would operate 
within the Zionist Federation — the 
roof organization for all Zionist 
groups in the area. Their salary 
would come from the World Zionist 
Orga n ization (as it does today).

WOULD-BE craftsmen abound In 
Israel, but Adlna Berger Is tin 
searching for just one who can 
produce quality items in hand- 
turned wood. Adlna. who nine 
months ago tackled the job of bring- 
ing Tel Aviv's Bataheva Crafts Cor- 
poration Shop "back to life and up to 
standard*" bemoans the disappoin- 
ting development of arts and crafts 
here with the exceptions of 
jewellery and ceramics. The second 
exception she credits largely to the 
Bezalel Academy of Art and Desigh- 

Craftsmen galore there are "Not a 
day goes by without a few either 
phoning for appointments or coming 
in to show their work, but it is essen- 
tial to be selective." 

Her efforts are already noticeable 
in the shop at 9 Rehov Frog. Wall 
carpets by MOshe 3 heck wad 
Shemt catch the eye with primitive 
symbols Inspired mainly by the 
Caa&anite and ancient Israelite eras 
and by cave drawings. 

The two artists have developed a 
hand-operated press to “etch" tbe 
design with hundreds of tiny needles 
on a machine-made Dacron felt 
carpet base. The effects are im- 
pressive, but personally. I fee 1 they 
are more suitable for public places 
than for the home. 

Batsbeva's current range of 
ceramics presents b&lf a dozen 
potters by purely decorative and 
functional pieces. Ha gar Glaser's 
speciality Is animals: stylized, 

clean lines for birds, cats, curly- 
horned rams, horses and lions. All 
are hand-thrown on the wheel, with 
band-formed additions. Because she 
works in crumped conditions, Gl&zer 
prefers to use slip glazes requiring 
just one firing. Her finished pieces, 
combining earth colours with bright 
blue and turquoise, have a Mexican 
look. She leaves the circular im- 
prints formed by working on the 
wheel "In order to stress the 
mechanics of the construction." She 
hates the idea of combining func- 
tional uses with figurative ceramics 
and firmly resists any suggestion of 
turning her family of chickens into 
salt and pepper sets, or giving her 
circular cats lids so they could be 
used as sugar bowls.

HAND-THROWN oven and table 
ware at Batsheva Include a good 
selection of casseroles. Hanna -Hed. 
recently returned from the U.S., 
shows rustic casseroles and pots in 
rich, earthy colours. 

Zvl Klinger's style, also based on 
natural glaze colours, la somewhat 
finer and more delicate. His sets of 
mugs with saucers are thin enough 
to make them comfortable to drink 
from — In contrast to many local 


mugs, which look attractive but are 
clumsy, heavy and badly balanced. 

A totally different style in 
ceramics is the work of Israel 
Bankir whose vases and bowls have 
ultra-clean, smooth and pure forma, 
almost ancient Greek In their 
classicism. His semi-matt glazes are 
In plain earth brown or terra cottas, 
often a combination of the two. His 
fine quality work Is highly elegant. 

Enamel tile pictures with freely 
executed animal forms are the work 
of Marga Mlchaeli, a Dutch-bom ar- 
tist who lectures In design at the 
Shenkar College of Fashion and Tex- 
tile Technology. She is intrigued by 
never knowing exactly how the 
finished enamel will emerge after 
firing. Her pieces Include the scraf- 
fito technique, where lines are 
scratched into the wet enamel before 
firing, and wet technique, a 
smoother finish and water colour- 
like look. 

The original line of coloured 
Batsheva glass, produced since the 
shop’s early days, is now made In a 
factory in Pardesa Hanna. It is still 
the company's main line for 
wholesale distribution and export, 
despite competition since the Six 
Day War from Hebron glass, which 


was the original Inspiration for 
Batsheva. 

A new line of glass at Batsheva is 
the work of Israel Shurkin, who has 
always had a leaning towards pain- 
ting and crafts and had served ap- 
prenticeship in a Haifa workshop for 
scientific, hand-blown glass. Two 
and a half years ago. he decided to 
apply the techniques he had learnt 
for blowing complex laboratory ap- 
paratus to artistic glass ware. The 
results are delicate glass jugs, 
goblets and vases in murky deep 
colours with a dusty patina. His 
latest experiments are semi- 
abstract sculptures. 

One of the most colourful corners 
at Batsheva is filled with cushions 
and wall-hangings made from old 
Arab embroideries, each one team- 
ed with a plain-coloured cotton 
background to complement it. 

Ayala and Paul Raboff, who do 
them are Jerusalemites who started 
collecting old embroideries in the 
Old City as a hobby. She comes from 
Switzerland and makes up all the 
cushions. He is an American jour- 
nalist and helps with the colour coor- 
dination. The cushions range In price 
from H20D to IL300 and are among 
the best-selling items in the store.

Australia argues about uranium mining

SYDNEY. — Australia, which con- 
tains onc-flfth of the world's known 
uranium, is In the middle of a fierce 
dispute over whether or not to mine 
this vital source of nuclear energy. 

Two hundred top scientists have 
signed a public pronouncement call- 
ing for a ban both on the mining and 
exporting of uranium, claiming It 
could lead to a "nuclear holocaust if 
It gets into the hands of national 
leaders like Idi Amin of Uganda." 

The scientists, who include some 
of the top men in the country like 
Charles Birch, Professor of Physical 
Chemistry at Sydney University, 
have based their protests on the 
danger of nuclear wastes, accidents 
and the possibility of blackmail by 
terrorists who get hold of uranium — 
the central ingredient for nuclear 
bombs. 

Excavation of uranium is at pre- 
sent taking place at only one site in 
the country — Mount Kathleen in 
Queensland. There, more than $32m. 
worth has been dug up in less than 
three weeks . Secrecy surrounds the 
destination of this uranium, but 
trade union Bourses say it is bound 
for West Germany and Canada. 

On the one hand, the Government 
has argued that even if Australia 


stopped exporting uranium its share 
of the market would not be sufficient 
to prevent nuclear weapons supplied 
by uranium from elsewhere in the 
world from falling into irresponsible 
hands. 


On the other hand, a recent report 
has warned that environmentally, 
socially and from the point of viewof 
responsible government there are 
immense dangers implicit in the con- 
tinued excavation of uranium. 

^uch of the known uranium fields 
lie "under sacred Aborigine territory 
in the north of Australia and to dig 
these up in order to get at the 
mineral would cause enormous 
offence to the Aboriginals. 

The Australian trade unions allow- 
ed mining to continue at Mount 
Kathleen because the contracts for 
that excavation had already been 
signed. But when It was realized that 
shipments of the ore by train laid 
open railway workers to the risk of 
contamination, union resistance to 
the project hardened. 

Supporters of the continuation of 
uranium mining In Australia have 
hit back with allegations that critics 
have already cost the country some 
534 m. In lost exports. 

Sir Phillip Baxter, former Chair- 
man of the Australian Atomic 


Energy Commission, said that much 
money had been lost to the nation 
because of those who bad attacked 
the policy of continued excavation. 
He said the commission which had 
looked into the question and had 
come out on balance against the 
principle of the idea of digging up 
more uranium bad "swallowed some 
nonsense" about the terrorist risk. 

Sir Phillip quoted a recent Swedish 
report which said that terrorists 
would need at least 50 scientists, 
working for several years, to 
produce even a primitive missile. 

Senator Harold Young, the Chair- 
man of the Australian Government's 
natural resources committee, claim- 
ed that the anti-uranium lobby was 
highly financed, probably from 
overseas. "Be prepared for a terrific 
increase in their propaganda over 
the next few months but don't be 
deceived by what they say," he said. 

Senator Young was referring to a 
second government-commissioned 
report on the pros and cons of 
uranium mining, expected early this 
year, which is likely to say that while 
excavation is economically feasible 
the dangers to world society — and 
to Aboriginal culture to which 
Australia now pays much lip-service 
— are such that further exploration 
should not be attempted. (Ofns)

Ford attacks Carter’s 
economic programmes 


WASHINGTON. - In his final 
economic report to the U.S. 
Congress. President Gerald Ford 
warned yesterday that unemploy- 
ment may still be above 7 per cent at 
the end of 1977 and President-elect 
Jimmy Carter’s proposed job 
programmes and tax rebates could 
make matters worse. 

Ford urged the lawmakers to 
resist the “self-deception" of think- 
ing "we can create costless benefits 
for our people." 
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While the report did sot mention 
Carter by name, it criticized the kind 
of programmes he is proposing to 
stimulate the economy, especially 
the $7b. to Sllb. in tax rebates and 
the Sib, to fieb. for public works pro- 
jects. 

As forspending on public works, it 
said, "the danger la that the 
economic impact of new spending 
programmes will not be felt when it 
is most needed and will then outlast 
the need for stimulus." 

The criticism of the Carter 
programmes by the outgoing Ford 
Administration was not surprising. 
However. It was not expected that 
the report would be aimed specifical- 
ly and almost entirely at those 
programmes. 

Ford, whose lost full day in office 
is today, even mentioned that he op- 
poses plans for comprehensive 


na!!0R?.! *ie«i»n instance for 
Americans, which Carter hopes to 
achieve during his administration. 
Ford said such a plan "will only 
weaken the incentives" that he said 
are now emerging for lower health 
costs. 

The report, which is annually re- 
quired by Congress from the 
President’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visers. projected over-oil economic 
growth in 1977 at very close to what 
Carter has set as his goals. 

— It said economic output, as 
measured by the gross national 
product, will grow between 5.5 and 6 
per cent in 1977. Carter's target is 6 
per cent. 

— Unemployment will be "down to 
nearly 7 per cent by year’s end." 
Carter's goal is 6-5 per cent by the 
end of 1977. 

— It said inflation will be in the 5 to 
6 per cent range, which fits with es- 
timates of Carter's advisers. 

Fbrd said he is concerned that Ihe 
nation seems “unwilling to confront 
one of 'our hardest chokes" with 
respect to the economy. "We persist 
in the belief that wo can always 
tolerate a little larger federa 1 deficit, 
or the creation of a little more 
money, especially for the sake of 
programmes which seem to promise 
clear benefits," he said, adding, 
“This is a kind of self-deception that 
we must learn to resist." iAP) 


IL4,500m. for maritime freight charges

HAIFA. — The country’s importers 
and exporters paid a total of 
1 Li, 500m. last year for maritime 
freight charges. The Shippers Coun- 
cil announced yesterday that one 
third of the sum was paid for bulk 
cargoes, including fuel, grains and 
phosphates. 

The charges arc paid in pounds but 
calculated in foreign currency, and 
as a result of local devaluations and 
fluctuations of currency values, the 
charges increased by 23 per cent on 
dollar-caiculated routes and by 37 


per cent on the north-west European 
route which is calculated in German 
marks, in the course of the year. 

The council noted that up to 1970. 
freight charges made up 10 per cent 
of the costs of materials and 
products, but since then their 
relative proportion in the costs have 
gone up by 15 to over 20 per cent. 
Though this appears to have been a 
world wide trend, the council has 
asked the Ministries of Commerce 
and Transport to charge the Israel 
Shipping Research Institute with in- 
vestigating the situation. 


Ophira’s water problem solved 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVI V. — Ophira, the town near 
the tip of the Sinai Peninsula, is 
about to solve its water problems 
"for the next few years." 

Mekorot Water Company's 
Mordehai Yacobovitz told The 
Jerusalem Post on Monday that 
his firm would complete by the end 
of January the laying of a 100 
kfloraetre pipeline — from A-Tur on 
the Gulf of Suez to Ophira, at Sharm 
e-Sheikh. 

The ILAOm. pipeline took four 
months to build and will be com- 
pleted two months ahead of 
schedule, Yacobovitz said. It will 


supply 1.2 million cubic metres of 
water annually. 

The water contains 130 mgs. of 
minerals per litre as compared to 
the 250-400 mgs. per litre normally 
found in Negev water. 

In other developments. Mekorot 
said it found water in an abandoned 
Oil borehole near Kfar Menahom in 
e Judean Hills. The find can 
p^pvide 540 cubic metres of water 
per hour. 

The water contains 220 mgs. of 
chlorine per litre. It will be piped to 
the adjoining Mevo Be tar and Beit 
Nir fields. Both these settlements 
have been suffering from a chronic 
water shortage .

POLITICS la the art of the possible, it is said. Inspired politics fa 
the art of turning the seemingly impossible into the possible 
when a changing situation permits. 

One of. the criticisms levelled against Mr. Rabin's Govern- 
ment was that with 20 ministries it was so inflated that it creak- 
ed. The Cabinet itself was aware of this weakness. Thus, at the 
beginning of its tenure it set up a committee to suggest ideas for 
streamlining its operations and structure. 

The Hauaner Committee reported out several recommen- 
dations for reducing the number of ministries forming a 
Ministry of Social Betterment from the present Ministry of 
Social Welfare, parts' of the Labour Ministry and the National 
Insurance Institute, and establishing a Ministry of Construction 
and Population from the Hmurfwg- Ministry and the rest of the 
Labour Ministry. 

There was nothing radically new about these proposals. Yet 
they were long overdue, in view of the duplication of function in 
these various agencies. 

Mr. Rabin went on record In their favour. But he gave up with 
no fight when the proposals ran into the entrenched interests of 
the cabinet ministers and coalition parties affected. 

This' was especially disappointing because there were good 
grounds for a more far-reaching reform than outlined, by the 
Hauaner Committee. For there la no administrative Justifica- 
tion for not merging the Ministry of Transportation with Com- 
munications, Police with Justice, Tourism with Commerce and 
Industry, Religious Affairs with Interior. 

The reason for this proliferation of portfolios is political. 
“Smart" politics has always dictated that numerous portfolios 
be available for' trading in the coalition haggling that follows 
elections. 

Police has from the start been used to satisfy the Sephardi 
voices in M&pai; Religious Affairs was created to appease the 
NRP; Tourism was carved from the Prime Minister's Office for 
the use of the 3LP; and Housing was plucked out of the Labour 
Ministry when that M&pai stronghold was delivered to Ahdut 
Ha'avoda. 

None of this is the responsibility of Mr. Rabin, of course. What 
he can be faulted for, however, is sticking with the supposedly 
pragmatic politics of the past even when it was widely conceded 
to be lacking in wisdom, and In ahrhMng from a reform of a 
system that has manifestly lost its viability. 

Last Sunday the Prime ‘ Minister finally announced a 
moderately sweeping reassignment of cabinet posts. This was 
done under duress, as it were, following the ouster of the theee 
NRP Ministers, and the death of Hhwafng Minister Avraham 
Ofer. Tims the Justice Minister was given the Ministry of 
Religious Affairs; the Minister of Labour was entrusted with the 
Ministry of Social Welfare; the Police Minister took over the 
Ministry of the Interior; the Minister of Absorption also ab- 
sorbed the Ministry of Housing. 

This reorganization, which will, In any case, last only a few 
months. Is not of the light kind. It entails the joining but not the 
fusing of Ministries. But it is a step in the right direction. The 
next step, as Mr. Hausner has suggested, would be to carryout, 
at long last, the recommendations of the committee which bore 
his'name. 

The time is propitious. Mr. Hammer Is out; Mr. Baram is said . 
to be resigned to h is exclusion from the next cabinet; and Mr. 
Hausner's party, the ILP, will by no means be the sole, or even 
the main beneficiary. Mr. Rabin sho uld ponder thin opportunity - 
for change. It might turn out to be Just the kind of inspired 
politics some of Mb erstwhile supporters have been clamouring 
for. 

The wages of war 

THE IDEA that private Individuals can act as agents for the 
suppliers of the arms and military equipment we need and thus 
earn the wages of war is at first glance repulsive to most people. 
Public reaction to the disclosure, last year, that such economic 
endeavour is by no means small in scale or sporadic has speed- 
ed up legislation to regulate the matter. 

Debate and discussion showed that to some extent the ac- 
tivities of such agents for defence procurement is practically 
unavoidable because the foreign suppliers insist on being 
represented locally. The commissions paid were unknown, and 
the agents wefe under no legal obligation to disclose what they 
earned. 

The new law, which the public expected would prohibit all 
agents' commissions at least an armaments, does not in fact bar 
this mediation even for this category of military goods. It leaves 
the matter to the discretion of the Defence Minister. 

The argument that the presence of agents as an intermediary 
link between the Defence Ministry and its foreign suppliers is 
imposed by the latter is far from convincing. The activity of 
such agents can only be effective for foreign suppliers as long 
as the Defence Ministry cooperates and gives the agents access 
to its procurement process in all its stages. 

This cooperation by the Defence Ministry also accords a 
special role to former Defence personnel. They alone can have 
the technical knowledge necessary for effectively carrying out a 
function that may be considered useful for the suppliers who 
pay the commissions. 

This Intervention by individuals who must have acquired 
most, if not all, of this knowledge while serving in the armed 
forces or in the Defence Ministry, raises more questions than 
the new law seems to have answered. 

The public has always believed that one of the outstanding 
characteristics of Israel's Army and defence establishment was 
its ability to procure the best that could be obtained. That, It was 
believed, was the function of the Purchasing Missions. 

The question, therefore, is whether the agents perform a func- 
tion which our officers and the officials of the Defence Ministry 
cannot fulfil by themselves. _ 

The statement made at yesterday’s press conference by Mr. 
Zvi Alon, Head of the Defence Ministry’s Procurement Ad- 
ministration, that he could not say how many of the 250 agents 
were former Defence personnel, an the grounds that most. 
Israelis had sometime served in the Forces, is therefore not 
adequate. No more acceptable is the statement that the Defence 
Ministry has no knowledge of the sums suppliers have paid to 
agents. Surely the Treasury, at least, must know. 

Certainly the Knesset would not have deliberated at length 
over a matter which may be Insignificant. If the scope of these 
activities is insignificant, there could have been no room for 250 
agents. If there are 250 agents, the extent of their activity must 
be substantial and the amounts of money involved must be con- 
siderable. 

With an due recognition of the sensitivity . of the problem, the 
public is entitled to a little more enlightenment and more 
frankness than has been shown so far. 
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THE RECENT VISIT to Britain of 
Vladimir Bukoviky, a non-Jew 
released by the Russian authorities, 
has thrown into keen relief a basic 
problem of the campaign for the 
right of exodus of Soviet Jewry. Haw 
far. and when could or should this 
campaign — or, for that matter, 
those who take part in It — ' be 
associated with the basic battle for 
human freedom in the Soviet Union? 

Shortly after the Icnlngrad Trials 

(when Bukovsky had shown his con- 
suxnate courage by crying out on 
behalf of the beleaguered Jews), we 
promoted a parliamentary “early 
day motion" condemning the trials, 
the sentences and the breaches by 
the Soviet Union of the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights. As a 
new MP, I discovered to my delight 
that the cause of Soviet Jews was not 
regarded as a matter for J^widh con- 
cern alone but as one of the great 
humanitarian Issues of the day. - 

The motion' received 333 
signatures — more. I believe, than 
any motion on any subject before or 
since. Exclude members of the 
Government of the day (about 90) 
and of the Shadow Cabinet (perhaps 
25) who, by tradition, do not sign 
such motions — plus those MPs who, 
through idiosyncraoy, sign no 
motions whatever — and there were 
few Members left who refused their 
support. 

In 1971, a group of Members found- 
ed the All-Party Parliamentary 
Co mmit tee for the Release of Soviet 
Jewry. “Why not a committee for 
the release of all those who wish to 
leave the Soviet Union?" colleagues 
enquired. 

“BECAUSE.” we answered, "you 
should not mix your campaigns. The 
Jews are seeking to leave and to join 
relatives in Israel. They are not try- 
ing to change the Soviet way of life. 

“The. dissidents, however, are 
mostly not out to leave but to re- 
main, and to do so in freedom. To 
open the doors which lead out la a 
totally separate process from oiling 
the hinges within. Equally, it is not 
likely to help the dissidents to be 
regarded as part of the so-called- 
‘International Zionist Conspiracy’." 

These arguments were duly

accepted. The Parliamentary Com- 
mittee still includes among its of- 
ficers leading back benchers from 
all parties ' (plus, incidentally.

Sir, — In contrast to foe views of 
the few attacking the mandate of foe 
Zionist tribunal tor Congress elec- 
tions, most American Jews Join the- 
Israelis in applauding this opportuni- 
ty to revive the Zionist movement. 
Rabbi Louis Bernstein's letter 
(December SO) is proof of the ab- 
solute necessity for Zionist elections. 
It is precisely because Zionist 
leaders have evolved “less costly 
systems" for choosing delegates, as 
Rabbi Bernstein suggests, that 
Zionist activity has fallen Into foe 
hands of a small class of 
professionals. American Jewry is 
dismally ignorant of Israeli 
problems and Zionism. 

Israel must not be reduced in the 
eyes of American Jewry to a mere 
philanthropy whl&h will have to com- 
pete with foe domestic charitable 
needs of American Jewry. The 
Israelis must not be degraded In 
American eyes to simple objects of 
charity, but that Is the meaning of 


foe formula suggested by Rabbi 
Bernstein. 

American Jewry, add indeed, all 
Jewry must become totally involved 
in Israel. Only by such involvement 
will aliya be increased and will em- 
battled Israel be assured of foe total 
support of the far-flung Jewish com- 
munities. Free democratic elections 
to foe forthcoming Zionist Congress 
are not a luxury, but rather a 
necessity. The cost of these elections 
will be cheap if measured against 
foe .results in strengthening Israel 
and the commitment to it of 
American Jewry. The decision of foe 
Zionist tribunal recognized foe very 
real danger that the Zionist move: 
ment- would fall into the hands of foe 
paid professionals and lose foe at- 
tachment of the masses of Jewry.
